(Fancy Caladium.) (Caladium Esculentum.) 


The exquisite coloring of the fancy Caladium (see cut) is beyond description. It is sufficient 
to say that no plants call forth more expressions of admiration than these. They are a bulb- 
ous plant, and rest over winter packed away in dry sand and kept in a warm place. In spring, 
they are potted, placed in a warm, moist corner, where they will soon start. They may be planted 
out in June, in partial shade. 


CALADIUM ESCULENTU M—0ne of the most showy of ornamental foliage plants. May 
be grown in a tub or large flower-pot; but, to obtain the best results, dig a hole two feet square 
and two deep, in a sunny spot, thoroughly mix in a half-bushel each of well-rotted manure and 
sand; after two or three days in the sun, fill hole within three inches; place bulb on top, fill 
and mound up the remaining soil over the bulb. From June 15 till August 15, give a pail of 
water every evening. Thus leaves may be grown four feet by two feet, or larger. When frost 
nips leaves, dig up, cut off top within six inches of bulb, dry in shade ten days, pack in sand 
over winter.

Lilies are moderately well adapted for pot culture. A mixture of fibrous loam and leaf-mold 
equal paris, with a little sand, makes the best compost for them. Six-inch pots are the best size, the 
fall the best season to pot, though it can be done through winter and early spring with very satis- 
factory results. If potted in fall, they should be wintered in a cold frame, cold cellar, or on the 
floor of the greenhouse. Water should be freely given during growth. When in bloom, they should 
have a cool, airy place, such as a shaded porch, or well-aired sitting-room, where they will bloom in 
perfection.
